WITNESS MONUMENT TIES: Describe at least three new BT's and/or witness objects established or work done to preserve existing evidence. 
All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark 
at the root crown (less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and 
are measured approximately 4.5' above ground. Bearings were measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances were measured from 
the monument to the mag nail. Distances to witness ties were measured with a Leica Disto laser distance meter. Bearings were collected with the 
internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to grid north.

An "old stone" is depicted at this corner on a boundary survey for Indiana Limestone by A. Farewell dated 1/22/1929, on file in the 
Monroe County Surveyor's Office as Reference Survey |ID000521. The survey does not include any dimensions to the stone, nor 
does it indicate that any work was done to perpetuate its location. 


Lee Utt set a 1" iron pin at this corner in 1983 as shown on his survey for Ora Shields dated 8/5/1983 on file in the Monroe County 
Surveyor's Office as Reference Survey ID 001110. Utt did not depict or mention the marked stone on his survey. The stone looks 
more like a headstone than a survey monument, and the scribing is quite faded, so it would not be surprising if the monument was 
overlooked or disregarded. When Edmund Farkas witnessed the stone in 1985, he found the Utt pipe, but he did not mention the

scribing on the stone. Steven Archer called out a rebar at this corner on a survey dated 2/4/1993 on file as Reference Survey 
ID001114. We did not find the rebar, nor do we have enough monuments in common with the Archer survey to calculate its location. 


OTHER EVIDENCE: Describe corner location relative to nearby features and how to reach the corner location — note fences, roads, timber cutting 


lines, mow lines, clearings, plantings, streams, topo changes, etc. 
From an east/west dirt farm lane through the tree farm, the stone is ~560 south. The stone is surrounded by mature wood to the 


north, east, and west, and recently logged woods to the south. The stone is on the north side of east/west barbed wire fence remains 
on wooden posis. There is a distinct east/west tree line on the west side of the stone. 


The stone was leaning south when we found it. Fence remains were found in the ground around the stone. The 1887 legal survey 
and the 1985 Monument Record both refer to this stone as limestone. We thought it looked like limestone, but we tested It with 
hydrochloric acid to confirm the presence of carbonate minerals, and finding none, decided to call it sandstone. This Is of little 
importance since the stone is clearly scribed as described in the 1887 survey and its dimensions are consistent with the 1985 


Monument Record. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 
We replanted the stone firmly in the ground above a 2" magnet. We set a 5-foot t-post 0.3 feet south of the stone with a Monroe 


County "PROTECT NEARBY SURVEY MARKER" sign attached 2.7 feet above grade, facing the stone. We tied orange flagging 
around the stone and painted the base orange. We placed several smaller stones around the base of the monument. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 
The stone was accepted with no associated uncertainty. 


GEODETIC COORDINATES: Northing: 1384900", Easting: 3103099' 


BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North System NAD83 (2011)/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 
2010.0000, geoid12b conus.db3, US Survey Feet. Tied to NSRS using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) 
to post-process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 2 base. Positional values of this corner were determined from 


static GNSS and RTK GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover) observation.
